KENNEDY^ KICK! 


Againtt expunging His Speech From 


the Record, but the Home Does 


it, Anyway. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—In the house 


Stewart, of Vermont, from the commit- 
tee on judiciary, reported a resolution 
directing the public printer to exclude 
from the congressional record the entire 
spee3h of Representative Kennedy, of 
Ohio, made on the 3rd of September 
criticising Senator Quay. Mr. Kennedy 
requested to be heard in his own behalf. 
At first there was a disposition shown to 
refuse him this request, but after Oots, 
of Alabama, while be concurred in the 
report he thought that the gentleman 
should be heard, and after Boutelle, of 
Maine, declared that it would be an out- 
rage to deny him the request, Kennedy 
was accorded the floor twenty minutes. 


Mr, Kennedy said that he had asked 


the committee of judiciary either to let 
his speech appear in the record entire 
or to strike it out entire. Ho was wil- 
ling to stand before the people of 
America on the speech, believing that 
the people of this country, in their first 
judgment and their sober second judg- 
ment would approve the words he had 
uttered. Kef erring to the portion of 
the speech delivered in Philadelphia last 
night b y Speaker Reed, in which the 
speaker spoke of the house as being the 
representative body of the people, he 
said that he knew of no parlimentary 
body in the land that represented the 
people of the United States so fully, BO 
completely, and so fair as the body to 
which he belonged, If the people of 
the United States were not to be heard 
on this floor on what floor, he asked, 
could they be heard f He had heard 
from the country. 


It had been charged by a few persons 


ibat he had given aid and comfort to the 
democracy. What, he asked were the 
indications that he had done so? He ex- 
hibited clippings from 
newspapers 


throughout all America and in all that 
list he said there was not one single 
democratic paper which had approved 
lis speech. But there were hundreds 
md hundreds of clipping from republi- 
can papers. With one or two excep- 
tions they had approved bis words. ^He 
also had letters from every section of the 
and, 
from Maine to California, and 


'rom the Likes to the Gulf endorsing 
the word, letter and spirit of his speech. 
He was willing to stand before the peo- 
ple of the country and wait for their en- 
dorsement. 


The party to which he belonged had 


pledged itself in its platform and dur- 
ngthe campaign, to perform certain 
duties and fulfill certain promises. One 
of these pledges, he said—the first and 
greatest pledge—was that the republi- 
can party would place on the statue 
5ooks of the laud a law for the proteo- 
ion of every citizen, high or low, rich 
or poor, white or black, EO that he could 
jo to the ballot box, deposit his vota 
and have it counted. 


It was because his party had failed to 


do that that he had stood up on the floor 
and spoken of broken pledges and bro- 
ien promises. 
This house had per- 


formed its pledges, and, as the speaker 
said in Nebraska the other day, it had 
redeemed every promise made to the 
people. 


The resolution expunging Kennedy's 


speech from the permanent record was 
adopted by a vote of ayes 161, nays 85. 


The republican conferees of the tariff
